Applicant has not addressed the issues raised in the previous Office Action but instead applicant raised a new issue arguing that the art of 
record should not be used to reject claims 1-5 and 7-11 because at the time the present invention was made, it jointly own by the same 
Assignee, IBM. 

The examiner points out that applicant had the opportunity to present this argument in response to the first Office Action. Furthermore, 
applicant has not shown good and sufficient reasons as to why this information was not earlier presented (See MPEP 714.12). 
At this point applicant's new argument as well as the amendments to claims 7 and 8 are treated as subjects that raises new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 

Also, as per 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as Amended by the CREATE Act (P.L. 108-453) and as implemented by final rule (70 FR 54259), in order to 
overcome a rejection by invoking the joint research agreement provisions of 35 U.S.C. 103(c), applicant must provide a statement signed 
by a 37 CFR 1 .33(b) party; and amend the specification to disclose the names of the parties to the joint research agreement (see 37 CFR 
1.71(g) and 1.77(b)(4)).
